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‘Town Manager's Report 


Government which is closest to the people, is the home 
rule or town meeting type where common goals for serving 
the people’s best governmental needs are determined. 


The purpose of this report is to help provide information 
as to how and why each tax dollar is expended and for what 
purpose. 


Since the close of municipal year 1958 town business has 
continued to increase rapidly. At that time the total cash 
receipts were $669,082.10. The 1961 year ended with total 
funds for town business in the amount of $941,448.043.00 
with a previous year’s balance of $93,174.00. Efforts have 
been made that a sizeable cash balance be maintained as a 
carryover to meet necessary town operational expenses from 
the time books close until the annual town meeting. 


This year’s 1961 tax collections were nearly 95% collect- 
ed. The unpaid tax receivable accounts have been active as 
several tax liens were settled and paid during the past year. 


The various bookkeeping records of the town, and aux- 
iliary financial transactions of all town departments have 
been summarized and examined by a State Auditor. A copy 
of that report is now at the town office. 


There were thirty-eight council meetings during the year. 
Many of those meetings were held in connection with the 
construction of the New Town Office Building. It has al- 
ways been my thinking that a town manager should work 
and plan on a basis of divided responsibility. An extra 
council meeting now and then would be more apt to create 
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and develop a clearer understanding of matters relating to 
town business. 


The Town Council extends special thanks to Mr. Elwood 
Osborne for his willingness to advise and counsel the town 
officers during the construction of the New Municipal Build- 
ing. His interest, cooperation and help is appreciated. 


Throughout the year time and work has been spent trying 
to improve road conditions in every section of the town. 
Nearly one mile of the Green Road so-called was re-surfaced 
and tarred. Town road improvement funds were spent on 
the six-rod road. There are close to thirty miles of town 
ways in the outlying areas, while the State Aid Road milage 
measures approximately 28 miles. Street mileage in the 
built-up sections of town is close to fourteen miles. Good 
maintenance on these roads and streets aids materially in 
keeping down the cost of highway construction. 


Welfare continues to be of major concern to town over- 
seers of poor. The responsibility of determining real sub- 
sistence needs in every welfare case creates a difficult prob- 
lem. Relief work is broken down into several divisions such 
as town poor, State General Relief, also welfare needs for 
recipients who have settlements in other municipalities, 
then too, there is supplemental aid granted to public assis- 
tance cases if and when the need arises. Welfare matters 
that relate to hospitalization, medical needs, and sickness 
in the home require thought and consideration before com- 
mitting town funds in such cases. The welfare account 
shows an over-draft this year as more families have appeal- 
ed to the town for various forms of aid and assistance. 


The continued interest and cooperation of all town of- 
ficials, town employees, various committees, and towns- 
people have made it easier to carry out the manager’s work. 
I am grateful to all for that consideration and support.

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New Town Office Building 


As this report goes to print, construction on the New 
Town Office Building contract nears completion. 


At the time of original planning for construction of this 
New Building there were thoughts of a one story building 
constructed on a cement slab foundation,: at an estimated 
cost of $50,000.00. Later the Town Council with the help 
and advice from the Architect, Contractor, and others, spent 
considerable time discussing costs, estimates, comparing 
the one story type construction on a cement slab with par- 
tial utility basement, at an estimated cost of $50,000.00, 
against a one story building with a full basement at an esti- 
mated cost of $58,000.00. 


After deliberation the Council felt that over a period of 
years the townspeople would benefit more fully with the one 
story type building with a full basement. Therefore, it was 
decided to construct the building with a full basement, as 
it would provide space for group meetings, civilian defense 
quarters, general supplies, and Federal Surplus Commodi- 
ties. 


Mr. Melvin Beck, a Waterville Engineer was employed to 
draw plans for a building 88 feet long and 40 feet wide. 
Suitable space on the main floor was planned so that amply 
rooms would be available for all town officers other than 
police and firemen. Competitive bids were taken and con- 
struction work started soon after the contract was let. 


The Council had nine reliable contractors figure on the 
project. Their bids ranged from a low of $54,356.14 to a 
high of $70,900.00. Maheu Brothers of Waterville were the 
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low bidder and were thus awarded the contract to the limit 
of the funds available. 


A special town meeting was called July 17, 1961 for the 
purpose of asking the voters to provide additional funds to 
complete the construction of the full basement building. 
Unfortunately, the number of people who attended the meet- 
ing was insufficient to make the town meeting legal. 


The work not included in the contract was heating, paint- 
ing, and floor tile. It was necessary to delete these items 
as their total bid cost was more than the amount of funds 
made available at the last annual town meeting. Every 
effort has been made to get the best results for each dollar 
spent without sacrificing the quality of construction. 


It is hoped that Fairfield citizens will vote to provide 
additional funds, so that the New Town Office Building can 
be completed and ready for occupancy on or about the first 
of May, 1962.

NOTES OF INTEREST 
TO REAL ESTATE TAX PAYERS 


Taxes are payable to the town by Nov. 15th of each 
current year; interest on unpaid taxes is at 6% retro- 
active to Nov. Ist., this is by vote at the annual town 
meeting. 


The town Fiscal year is from Jan. 1 to Dec. 31st. 
The town Tax year is from April 1st to April 1st. 


The person in whose name the property is listed on 
April 1st, is the party to whom the TOWN looks for 
tax payment. In case of sale of property after April 
Ist, the taxes may be prorated by agreement in deed 
between the parties involved. 

Any person who wishes to appeal any part of his tax 
bill must do so on or before Sept. 1st, providing an 
inventory of taxable property has been filed with the 
Board of ASSESSORS on or before APRIL 1st each 
current year. 


NOTES OF INTEREST TO CAR OWNERS 
ON EXCISE TAX 


Applications for duplicates of lost Auto Registration 
— Operator’s License — must be made to the Augusta 
office together with the fee of 50c. The excise office 
has the applications. Lost or Damaged Plates are also 
applied for at the Augusta office. 
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Excise tax is based on the list price of a vehicle. Be- 
cause of the increase in the cost of cars, many of the 
late models will not get down to $5.00 minimum which 
they have in past years. 


A difference in excise tax on the same make, year, and 
model occurs sometimes due to the fact that the list 
price on motor vehicles often changes during the year. 
The excise tax office uses the current prices until it re- 
ceives a revised list. Hence two owners with exactly 
the same make, year, and model car might be paying a 
few dollars difference in tax. 


Existing State Law does not permit any refund in 
Excise Tax money once paid. See R.S. 1954 — Chapter 
22, Sec. 53, as amended.

Police Chief's Report 


To the Citizens, Town Councillors and the Town Manager 
of Fairfield, Maine. 


It is our pleasure to submit a report of the activities, 
problems and achievements of your police services for the 
year 1961. 


There has been an increase of activity in certain areas 
of our police functions during the past year. The termina- 
tion of Interstate 95 in our community has created certain 
traffic problems. The safety of school children using the 
crossings on the Western Avenue approach to the interstate 
has become a matter of prime concern. The hazards to 
children riding bicycles to and from the recreation areas 
adjacent to outer Western Avenue have also brought about 
a dangerous situation. We are pleased to report that even 
though traffic violations are numerous in this area, that the 
vigilance of the Women’s School Crossing Guards and an 
increased police patrol has prevented any traffic accidents 
to children on this busy artery. There has been an increase 
of 62% in traffic court cases over 1960 and it is estimated 
that aproximately 50% of this increase is due to the addi- 
tional traffic in the above mentioned area. 


December 31, 1961 saw the passing of the Fairfield Trial 
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Justice Court over which Trial Justice William E. Burgess 
has presided for 21 years. It was with regret that we saw 
the book closed on the career of the respected Justice and 
we now find ourselves concerned with the problem of not 
having access to a local court. It is now necessary to use 
out of town courts and this is a great inconvenience to a 
small police department that has only one officer available 
on each tour of duty. It is also an inconvenience to the 
public as it necessitates greater travel and time. Efforts 
are now being made to provide court facilities on a local 
basis, but nothing definite has resulted to date. 


The above problem creates an urgent need for better 
police radio communications and a judicious use of available 
police man power. The police budget for 1962 is aimed at 
eliminating these problems. Careful study has been given 
to the police budget in an effort to achieve efficiency in the 
most economical way. There is nothing in the budget that 
is not aimed at providing the services that the public ex- 
pects and demands from the department.

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Fire Chief's Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Fairfield, I submit the fol- 
lowing Report: 


In the past year the Fire Department responded to 113 
alarms. 56 in Fairfield Village, 29 in Rural Fairfield and 
25 in Benton, 3 Out of Town. 


The number of men responding to these alarms were 
1,314, 969 in Fairfield and 337 in Benton; Out of Town 35. 


The total hose laid was 5,400 feet of 214 in. hose and 
4,950 ft. of 11% in. hose. 


The total value of buildings, cars and trucks we were 
called upon to protect was $72,725; $39,625 in Fairfield 
and $33,000 in Benton. 


The total value of contents of buildings was $119,090. 
$99,690 in Fairfield and $19,400 in Benton. The total loss 
on buildings and contents was $111,825. 


In the past year we purchased 500 ft. of 214 in. hose, 
a new Control Panel for the Alarm System, also other small 
equipment. Made necessary repairs to the Apparatus. 


In conelusion I wish to thank the Town Manager, the 
Members of the Council, Members of the Women’s Aux- 
iliary, also Members of the Fire Department and any of 
the Citizens who have contributed to the success of the Fire 
Department.

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HEALTH AND SANITATION 


Report of Public Health Nurse 


The main purpose of public health nursing is to help 
people and the community as a whole to achieve and main- 
tain optimal health. Your public health nurse carries out 
this purpose by giving preventive, therapeutic and rehabili- 
tative services to individuals and families in their homes; 
through health services in schools; and through organized 
community programs for prevention of illness and promo- 
tion of health. 


Several Health Council meetings have been devoted to 
the problem of mental retardation in Fairfield. There is a 
definite problem here as elsewhere. Many towns have special 
classes in the school system for educable children. The Fair- 
field Public Health Nursing Council recommends that a 
special class be implemented in Fairfield. 


The child health conference has continued as an essential 
service to the community. It is here that parents may have 
the child examined by the physician as well as given the 
regular immunization. During these examinations any 
physical defect is noted and corrective treatment recom- 
mended which will benefit the child as he enters the school 
years. In May 1961 the child health conference was com- 
bined with the preschool registration which carried ‘a high 
attendance. In the spring of 1962 a special day for the pre- 
school registration will be planned. On that occasion the 
school health record will be started with previous immuni- 
zations and medical history noted. A preschool physical

examination may be obtained. Any child who starts im- 
munization on that date will have time to complete the 
series before school begins. 


The use of the audiometer which was donated by Kiwanis 
Club to the Fairfield-Benton School Union has improved 
the service to the schools. With this instrument a more 
accurate hearing test can be given. Many thanks to Ki- 
wanis. 


Loan Closet is a convenient service that provides many 
articles and appliances for the sick room. This service is 
free to any resident of Fairfield. The borrower need only 
supply transportation for the articles and return them safe- 
ly when they are no longer needed. Call your public health 
nurse to make arrangements. 


Due to legislative action a transition from state to local 
administration has taken place this year. On October 20, 
1961 the public health nurse resigned from state service to 
be employed by the town. This change makes us more than 
ever concerned that the health program provide safe and 
constant service. The program will continue to be pat- 
terned after the excellent state program which has guided 
us in past years. 


In the early months of 1962 a group of physicians spon- 
sored by Sisters Hospital have planned to offer the Sabin 
Oral Vaccine for poliomyelitis to Waterville and surround- 
ing towns. It is hoped that families in Fairfield will visit 
the clinics and use this easy method of eradicating polio- 
myelitis.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Fairfield: 


We present the following report of the Superintending 
School Committee : 


As of this date, January 31, 1962, we are on the threshold 
of having our secondary school accredited. There are now 
only forty-four secondary schools out of over three hundred 
that are accredited. 


To obtain accreditation, we must add teaching positions 
to decrease the teaching load, increase the number of books 
in the library and provide a minimum of five hours per day 
by a certified librarian. 


Our guidance facilities, teaching personnel, physical lay- 
out, record keeping and administration requirements have 
been approved. Our plans for ability grouping and individ- 
ual differences have been cited as exemplary. 


At the junior high level education requirements have been 
improved by enrichment courses. Starting with the library, 
home economics, manual training and physical education 
our students are exposed to courses that are usually avail- 
able only in larger cities. 


This year our teacher turnover has been slightly less than 
the state average. Reasons for this are good facilities, 
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teaching conditions and educational environment. Our 
thanks for this should go to Superintendent Orville J. Gup- 
till. 

Preliminary plans have been completed to have a summer 
school in 1962 for students from 7th grade up. This pro- 
ject is under the direction of Principal Rodney Wyman. 


Your school committee has met with the elementary 
teachers, junior high teachers, secondary teachers and ad- 
ministrators separately to foster better understanding ; they 
to know what our policies are and we to know what is 
needed to carry these policies out. The teachers, at one 
meeting, were unanimous in stressing the need for develop- 
mental reading. At another, the shortage of adequate books 
in our library was cited. 


This shortage of library books was stressed by the re- 
viewing committee for accreditation. The size of our library 
must be increased from twenty-eight hundred books to four 
thousand. This means about $4,500 of which $1,000 may 
be taken from the Alton L. George Fund. Our present 
librarian is working toward full certification. If the above 
two projects are accomplished, this will only leave us one 
leg short of accreditation; to fill two teaching positions 
decreasing the present teaching load. 


It is the school committee’s aim to cooperate fully with 
the other town officials and townspeople to better under- 
stand our common aims and problems. It is the same boy 
or girl that we are concerned about — whether it is during 
or after school hours. It is the same boy or girl who will 
run our towns, our police and our schools. It is the same 
boy or girl that uses our playgrounds in the summer and 
our gyms in the winter. Our problems run in the millions; 
our aim is simply a better place to work and play.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Fairfield Superintending School Committee and 
Citizens of Fairfield: 


I submit herewith the school report for 1961 with a state- 
ment of resources and expenditures for the year. 


The number of boys and girls enrolled in the Fairfield 
Public Schools continued to increase in 1961. While we are 
not experiencing a rapid growth, each year finds about 5% 
more children enrolled in school than in the previous year. 
The largest class is at Lawrence High School where there 
are 174 students in grade nine, out of, 190 members of the 
eighth grade, in the schools which send pupils to our high 
school. An enrollment of 470 is expected in the fall of 1962, 
and over 500 students will be attending Lawrence High 
School by 1968. 


Two new teaching positions had been planned to care for 
the anticipated 1961 census at the high school. When the 
Freshman registered for classes there were so many in- 
terested in taking the College Preparatory Course, it became 
necessary to secure another teacher to give instruction to a 
second division of Latin I. 


Four additional classrooms are needed immediately, to 
house all the classes needed to accommodate the pupils en- 
rolled at the high school. This is not a change in the plans 
for the high school, but merely restores classroom units 
originally planned for the school which were omitted in the 
interest of economy. 


ACCREDITATION OF LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL 


Early in the year a visiting committee composed of two 
college professors, two high school principals, a high school 
teacher and a member of the staff of the State Department 
of Education, visited Lawrence High School to review the 
work being done at the school, and make recommendations 
for the improvement of the school. They listed several re- 
quirements which would be necessary for the school to ful- 
fill, if the school wished to be recognized with the other 
thirty-five comprehensive high schools in the state as Ac- 
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credited Schools. Most of the requirements have been met. 
There remain only three: 


1. Provide sufficient teaching staff to reduce the maxi- 
mum teaching load of any one teacher to 150 pupils a day. 


2. Increase the number of books in the library until they 
meet the standards recommended by the American Library 
Association for Secondary Schools. 


3. Provide the services of a fully certified librarian for 
at least five periods a day. 


The 1962 budget includes the funds necessary to hire two 
additional teachers to reduce the teaching load to within 
the limits required. A special article before the Town 
Meeting asks for funds to be used with the Alton George 
Fund to meet the library requirement. Miss Margaret Tot- 
man, who is well qualified for the position, serves as our 
librarian. She will attain full certification this year. 


SCHOOL CONVEYANCE 


During the year ending in June 1961 six busses traveled 
46,000 miles. In order to do this, with six units, one group 
of children was late to school each morning. Plans were 
made to use seven units beginning with the fall term. After 
an inspection of one vehicle it was decided to retire it from 
service for safety reasons. A station wagon was leased dur- 
ing the fall, and a seventh bus leased for the period begin- 
ning with the winter term. 


The number of children being conveyed to school makes 
the continued use of seven vehicles necessary, during the 
coming year, to care for the daily runs. If the policy of 
having pupils ride in busses to athletic contests and other 
school activities is to be continued, an eighth or standby 
vehicle will be necessary. One vehicle purchased in 1948 
should be taken from the fleet this year. 


THE STAFF 


Three new teaching positions were added to the staff this 
year; two are teaching at Lawrence High School and one 
at the Fairfield Junior High School. This represents no

change in the school program, but does care for the chang- 
ing school population. 


Another teacher is necessary at the Junior High School, 
to care for an additional division of sixth grade coming 
from Central Elementary School. 


The two teachers at Lawrence, mentioned earlier in this 
report, will assure us of the best distribution of classes with- 
in the limits of our resources. 


It is interesting to note the record of our teaching staff 
in continuing their studies. During the past year thirty 
different people have taken a total of forty-two courses lead- 
ing to advanced degrees. They are distributed as follows: 


Summer Sessions 17 Extension 12 
Correspondence 6 Television 4 


Collectively this represents the amount of study one person 
would have to do to complete four years of college work. 


One of the big problems facing your schools has been the 
large number of teachers who move on to other positions 
each year. Over a period of eight years one teacher in four 
has failed to return the following year. This year there was 
a drop to one teacher in eight; a little less than the average 
for the State of Maine as a whole. 


Edith Goodwin, Mathematics Teacher at Fairfield Junior 
High School, retired at the close of the school year. She has 
taught in the schools of Fairfield for twenty-three years, 
always with the best interest of the boys and girls in mind. 
She will be missed. We wish her pleasant years ahead as 
she does many of the things for which she had no time while 
teaching school. 


SCHOOLHOUSE REPAIRS 


A new furnace has been installed in the Shawmut School 
to take the place of the new one which gave us so much 
trouble last winter. 


Two classrooms were painted and one school room lighted 
at the Fairfield Center School. Improvements were made 
in the kitchen to meet specifications of the State Depart- 
ment of Health. 
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Six classrooms and the shop at the Fairfield Junior High 
School were lighted. Some fixtures from the North Gram- 
mar School were used to good advantage in this building. 
Two classrooms and the Science Laboratory remain to be 
lighted. 


At South Grammar School, recommendations of the Arson 
Division of the Insurance Commission were carried out. 
The boiler room was covered with fire resistant materials. 
The porch on the south side of the building was rebuilt and 
the toilets repainted. 


Lawrence High School came in for its share of repairs. 
The back parking lot was graded, and ditches along the road 
near the Keyes Field improved as much as possible, pend- 
ing a final job to provide proper drainage in this area dur- 
ing the coming summer. The gymnasium floor was steel 
wooled and refinished, and a net was installed to make two 
teaching stations available in the gymnasium at the same 
time. 


The bleachers at Keyes Field were painted and new planks 
replaced where needed. This year the planks have been 
stored inside, in an effort to eliminate some of the rotting 
which takes place as a result of their being exposed to the 
weather throughout the year. It will continue to cost us 
nearly $150 a year to replace planks. 


A partition was built in the corridor of the east wing of 
the high school to provide office space for our guidance 
counselor. 


Repairs to our school busses were kept to a minimum by 
having many major repairs done by one of our own men 
during the summer. Busses were driven into our shop at 
Lawrence High School and given a thorough check before 
the fall term began. A school bus garage for covered stor- 
age, and an opportunity for a mechanic to work, would be 
of great value to the town. Vehicles would operate longer, 
and at less expense, if they were under cover at times when 
they were not operated. 


WITH THE SCHOOLS 
Staff meetings are held each month for the purpose of 
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coordinating the school programs at the various levels. 
Through meetings of this kind plans are made to provide 
thorough training in the skill subjects, and plans are made 
to develop better coordination to provide for individual 
differences. Duplication of a subject is reduced to the min- 
imum. 

It is the consensus of the staff that our greatest problems 
are centered about: 


1. Remedial work for the slow pupil. 
2. A program of education for five year old pupils. 


8. Developing a plan which would permit a better group- 
ing for all children in the elementary school. 


4. Organization of a program for the exceptional pupii. 


A single five letter ranking system is in effect for all of 
the children in the Fairfield Schools. This was adopted to 
eliminate the confusion of a different interpretation of 
grades, as the child passed from one grade level to the next. 


The amount of testing in the schools has been increased 
to enable the teachers to plan their program in the best 
interest of the individual. Accurate records are kept and 
passed on from one school to the next. 


During the summer of 1962 a tuition summer school will 
be held for pupils registered in grades seven through twelve. 
The school will serve three purposes: some pupils will have 
an opportunity to make up work failed during the regular 
school year, others will have an opportunity to take work 
which their regular school schedule does not permit them 
to take, and finally, there will be courses of enrichment 
which cannot be offered during the regular year. 


Persons interested in the school should contact Rodney 
Wyman who will serve as director. 


FAIRFIELD JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Fairfield Junor High School is now recognized as a secon- 
dary school. Recent legislation makes it possible for schools 
having any two grades from seven to twelve to receive ap- 
proval as secondary schools. 
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Our program of shop and home economics, physical edu- 
cation and science, sets us apart from many schools similar 
to ours. Ability grouping provides an opportunity for pu- 
pils to advance at their own rate. Developmental reading, 
including use of the tachistoscope and accelerators, increase 
the speed skills and comprehension of the faster pupil. 
S.R.A. Reading Laboratories are used with those pupils who 
need additional help. 


Our chief extra curricular activities are centered about 
music and athletic activities.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF 
LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Superintending 
School Committee: 


I hereby submit the report of the Principal of Lawrence 
High School for the year ending December 31, 1961. 


The number of graduates of Lawrence High School who 
are attending post secondary schools is on the increase. 
This trend indicates more interest by the students and their 
parents to do all they can to help prepare their boys and 
girls to meet a highly competitive world. 


There are over forty percent of the graduating class of 
1961 who are attending post secondary schools: Colby Col- 
lege 1, University of Maine 4, Farmington State Teachers 
College 3, Gorham State Teachers College 1, Aroostook State 
Teachers College 2, Washington State Teachers College 1, 
Ricker College 1, Montana State 1, New England College of 
Pharmacy 1, Husson College 3, Thomas Junior College 5, 
Nursing 4, Hospital Technicians 3, Maine Vocational Insti- 
tute 1, Bath Iron Works 1, I.B.M. School 1, Beautician 
Schools 4, Armed Service 15, married 5, working out of 
state 8, and employed in area or at home 29, (total 89). 


The progress in our overall program has been gradual due 
to the increase of enrollment of 34 students over last year. 
There are more freshmen taking the college course than 
ever before, which is a trend in the right direction. An 
extra teacher was added for mathematics and a part time 
teacher for a second division in Latin I. 


Ability grouping has been done insofar as possible in all 
classes and grades. Two classes of ungraded English 
taught by Miss Margaret Totman have shown much pro- 
gress. The social studies program for Grade 9 has been 
changed from World Geography to fundamental studies of 
civic duties and an introduction of early World History. 
This change is an attempt to better the four year sequence 
of our social studies program. 


The program in Agriculture has been combined in Grades 
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9 and 10 which has made available time for the instructor 
to teach two classes in mathematics. 


Some needed equipment has been added so that more 
laboratory work in science, especially in Biology, can be 
accomplished. 


The Health course before this year taught in Grades 9 
and 10, as part of the Physical Education program, has been 
limited to Grade 9 in order to avoid duplication of work in 
Biology. This has made it possible to have both boys and 
girls take Physical Education at one time in Grades 10, 11, 
and 12. Our spacious gymnasium lends itself very well to 
this program by separating the area by means of a net. 


The members of the faculty are very cooperative and are 
working diligently to improve the school, make changes in 
curriculum, and have done considerable work in in-service 
training to help themselves to be better teachers and to 
make the school a credit to the community and the area. 


The addition of a fifth year mathematics for college stu- 
dents is working out very satisfactorily. 


The extra curricular organizations of the school are very 
active and have helped in many community and school pro- 
jects. Students representing your school have been active 
in area and state organizations and have brought credit to 
the school. 


For the second year the administration of Colby College 
extended an invitation for Lawrence High School to send 
eight Juniors to visit the college for a week. This week was 
in early October, during the State Teachers’ convention, so 
that very little loss of school time was encountered. The 
value of this visitation does a great deal to motivate these 
and other students to the real purpose of higher education. 


The increasing enrollment at your school has created a 
problem of room to carry on the program. There is a very 
great need for the school to offer four years of a foreign 
language and provide for a language laboratory. Progress 
of education and demands made just to keep up with mini- 
mum standards have taxed the new school so that there is no 
room for expansion. The use of audio visual aides is some- 
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what limited due to the fact that no facilities are available 
for darkening of our class rooms. Two home rooms are 
used do not have space for students to put their books. 


During March of 1961 the State Department of Educa- 
tion surveyed the school for accreditation and made recom- 
mendations and requirements that the school will have to 
meet in order to be accredited. Many recommendations have 
been complied with and all requirements met except two 
major ones; large enrollment in classes which resulted in 
our large freshman class, and the addition of about 1,500 
library books. The approval of the Library is progressing 
very satisfactorily. The large size of classes and teacher 
load will have to wait until at least two additional members 
of the staff can be added by next fall. 


The facilities of the guidance department have been 
expanded somewhat during the past year. An unused sec- 
tion at the end of the east wing corridor has been parti- 
tioned off to form a guidance room. The use of this area 
with adequate windows and ventilation has been state ap- 
proved for guidance purposes. 


There has been continued growth in the testing program 
and tests result summaries have been compiled for faculty 
use as an aid in evaluating pupil accomplishments. A 
study is in progress to determine the feasibility of a well- 
correlated comprehensive test program extending through 
all levels of the school system. It is felt that such a program 
will aid in the maximum development of the potential abil- 
ity of the pupils in our schools. 


Tests administered in the eighth grades of the area 
schools, coupled with pupil achievement, have been consid- 
erable help in the placement of incoming freshman. Schoo! 
and College Ability Tests were administered to the upper 
classmen. Increased participation has been noted in the 
College Entrance Examination Board Program and other 
national test programs. 


It is the hope of the guidance department to continue the 
cooperative work program and to provide vocational guid- 
ance and placement for the many pupils who will not go on 
to a four year college program. Located in the state of 
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Maine are nearly 50 post secondary schools that offer a large 
variety of short term courses, (several months to two 
years,) in many fields. Maximum utilization of the many 
post secondary training programs, ranging from electronics 
and business machine operation to beauty culture and bar- 
bering, should be realized by a larger percentage of high 
school graduates. The acquisition of a skilled occupation 
or trade is the first step on the road to a secure future TOG 
many of our youth. 


An integral part of the guidance department is a follow- 
up program to serve recent graduates and to study their 
needs so that the school system may continually adapt to the 
changing times. 


As principal, I would like to thank the people of the town 
who have contributed to the welfare of their school. Many 
citizens have acted as resource people and speakers for our 
classes and special groups. I wish to express my apprecia- 
tion to the School Committee, Superintendent of Schools, 
faculty, students, and townspeople for their help and co- 
operation.

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Report of Town of Fairfield 
School District 


The Town of Fairfield School District wishes to report 
the following developments during the past year. 


The new Lawrence High School building has been used 
throughout the past year and has functioned well. We have 
encountered only minor difficulties which have been solved 
without appreciable expense to the people of the town of 
Fairfield. 


Some corrosion was encountered in the boiler and this 
situation has been corrected apparently satisfactorily. There 
has been some difficulty with the ceilings, and this also has 
been corrected satisfactorily. One flight of stairs leading 
from the gymnasium to the outdoors was retreaded. Other 
than these, no serious problems have arisen and the Mem- 
bers of the School District are of the opinion that the school 
is a satisfactory building, and that it certainly has function- 
ed well. 


During the past year the School District has had the in- 
surances on the school consolidated into the Town Insurance 
Package, premiums for which will be handled by the School 
Department, resulting in substantial savings to the taxpay- 
ers of the town. 


From consultation with the members of the Superintend- 
ing School Committee it seems apparent that some expan- 
sion of the school will be neede in the relatively near future. 


To date the obligation of the Town of Fairfield School 
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District to its bondholders was discharged by $100,000 re- 
ducing the outstanding bond indebtedness to $400,000. 


During this past year Cornelius Begin, Sr., was re-elected 
to the Town of Fairfield School District.

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Report of Budget Committee 


The budget committee, of which the councillors are mem- 
bers, under the terms and conditions prescribed by the town 
charter for Fairfield has been meeting as often as possible 
in an attempt to submit the required recommendations. 


The recommendations set forth in the warrant reflect the 
ecommittee’s differentiating between those items desirable 
and admittedly worthwhile and those which are vitally 
necessary for the welfare of all. 


In discussing these maters, we have considered as a part 
of the general structure, the taxpayer who must bear 
the burden of any enlargment of the town’s services or any 
increase benefits to those who derive their livlehood from 
that source. 


A review of the report of the budget committee for 1961 
reveals that the statement relating to a built-in 14 mill tax 
increase was substantially correct although a slightly in- 
creasel valuation resulted in a total rise of approximately 
11 mills. This years increase in taxation is expected to be 
at least 15 mills even if the budget committee’s recommenda- 
tions are followed exactly as pecified. 


We would further call your attention to the report of the 
planning board concerning the sanitation problem facing 
the town within the next few years. Therefore, the neces- 
sity of curtailing or minimizing the number of notes payable 
issued by the town can not be too strongly stressed, in view 
of these forthcoming expenditures.

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Report of Town Planning Board 


The citizens of Fairfield, in their regular town meeting 
of last year, voted authorization to borrow a sum of money 
not to exceed the amount of $10,000 for a sewer survey, 
without interest, until such time as the project is either 
completed or abandoned. 


The planning board deferred requesting the town council 
to authorize this action until late in the fiscal year 1961. at 
which time its request was granted and proposals from var- 
ious companies for a sewer survey are new being received. 


This procedure became not only desirable but mandatory 
under an act classifying the Kennebec River, passed by the 
100th Legislature, requiring Fairfield and other towns to 
refrain from polluting these waters. 


This act provides a time schedule for each step of the 
program beginning with the completion of a survey and 
plans by 1964 and ending with the completed project in 
1976. Although this expiration date is in the somewhat 
distant future, the planning board believes that the project 
should be completed as quickly as possible to avoid the ad- 
ditional expenses which are reflected each year by the rise 
in building and construction costs. This is its reeommenda- 
tion to the town council and Fairfield citizens. 


The project will be expensive to the town despite the par- 
ticipation of both the State and Federal Government in the 
sharing of costs. The town’s share, while impossible to de- 
termine at present, is in the judgment of the planning board 
to be in the vicinity of two hundred thousand dollars, based 
on the assumption that storm and sewer drainage must be 
separated to meet the necessary standards. 
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If this amount is relatively correct, there are two avenues 
by which the town may approach the task of financing the 
project; one by direct borrowing with control being vested 
in the town council and public works department and sec- 
ondly, by the adoption of a sewer district with its adminis- 
tration by trustees. 


Both of these alternatives will be explored for future reco- 
mendation to the town. 


The planning board has also completed a study of the 
lighting survey for the town of Fairfield. A portion of these 
recommended changes were referred to the town council 
and budget committee for consideration. 


The projects for the forthcoming year, in addition to the 
sanitation problem, which will receive the major emphasis 
of your present planning board, are those concerned with 
zoning and building ordinances closely related to the tax 
equalization program.

The audit analysis was on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year, and included such tests of the 
accounting records and other auditing procedures as were considered necessary 
in the circumstances. 


The financial and statistical sections incorporated in this report, subject to 
the accompanying comments, present the results of the Town’s financial opera- 
tions for the period indicated.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF FAIRFIELD 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Fairfield has been com- 
pleted for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1961. The audit consisted of an 
examination of the records maintained under the supervision of the Town 
Manager and municipal officers. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed amounted to $18,677.15, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $27,416.05 
Overdrafts 8,738.90 
Net Unexpended Balances $18,677.15 


The overlay, supplemental taxes, and an unexpended balance in the health 
and sanitation accounts were the major factors contributing to the amount lapsed 
to surplus. The larger overdrafts occurred in highway, charity, and abatement 
accounts. 


* * * % 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial statements 
and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS . . . . The general cash balance of $93,065.15 was on deposit 
in the Depositors Trust Company, Fairfield, Maine at December 31, 1961. 


Accounts receivable of $3,149.36 were comprised principally of reimburs- 
able expenditures for State and other municipalities’ welfare cases. 


Taxes receivable of $26,840.90 included for the most part unpaid current 
year accounts of $24,800.68. The balance of $2,040.22 was for uncollected 
prior years’ taxes dating from 1950. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $3,025.95 and $3,475.82 
respectfully. 


Unpaid sewer assessments of $1,952.01 are summarized as follows: 


Shawmut Sewer $1,343.88 

Cottage Street 515.49 

Others 92.64 

Total $1,952.01 
LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS . . . . Withholding tax 


deductions of $3,399.70 and social security contributions of $842.38 were due 
governmental agencies at the year end. 


The appropriation accounts showed un expended balance of $81,436.47, 
representing various account balances carried forward to the ensuing year in 
accordance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $44,686.24, an increase of 
$3,695.88 for the year. The change was occasioned principally by the net unex- 
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pended departmental balance lapsed and the payment of equipment notes, less 
authorized transfers to the office building and Opera House accounts. 


DEBT FUND... . The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
. separate fund, reflects the various outstanding note oblgiations totaling 
$64,962.00 which mature during the ensuing four years at varying rates of 
interest. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS... . The total amount of trust fund 
principals was $94,727.39 and unexpended income amounted to $3,815.01. The 
trust funds are invested in U. S. Savings Bonds of $69,500.00, U. S. Treasury 
notes of $9,000.00, real estate valued at $5,000.00 and bank deposits of 
$15,042.40. 


The capital reserve funds for new town offices and equipment amounted to 
$1,416.47 and $305.29 respectively. These funds are on deposit with the 
Waterville Savings Bank, Waterville, Maine. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .. . . The departmental accounts 
showed an increase of $49,836.01 in funds raised by taxation as compared with 
the preceding year. Larger appropriations for most operations, particularly in 
the highway and indebtedness accounts, were the major factors responsible for 
the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing year increased 
$2,906.56, as compared with the balances at the start of the year. The changes 
occurred for the most part in the general government, equipment, unclassified 
and education accounts. 


GENERAL . .. . At the annual town meeting held on March 6, 1961 
authorization was granted the town officials to use excise tax revenue for highway 
accounts and parking meter income for police department expenditures. Also 
authorized were transfers from surplus to the new office building and Opera 
House accounts, and the issuance of notes to finance the purchae of tax maps 
and the office building construction. 


The townspeople further voted to sell the North Grammar School and 
apply the proceeds from the sale ito the payment of the new office building loan. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. The system of internal control was reviewed as 
pertained to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements furnished by the 
depository or by direct confirmation. Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, 
to determine the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Reserve and trust fund transactions were reviewed and investments veri- 
fied by direct bank confirmation and/or actual inspection. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expenditures 
and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled checks were examined 
for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of the receipts retained 
by the collector. Education account balances were checked with the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Surety bond coverage was examined. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the accompanying 
statements present fairly the financial position of the town at December 31, 
1961, and the results of its operations for the year then ended.
